Special Day for Census of Homes 
on Wheels, Estimated at 
900,000 Population. 

WASHINGTON, March 27 (AP). 
—For the first time, the Govern- 
ment this spring is going to count 
the thousands of men, women and 
children who live the year round 
in trailers. 

Officially, the Census Bureau has 
no idea how many of the gasoline 
gypsies abound, nor how to count 
them, 

The only figure it has to go by 
is the trailers census estimate made 
by the American Automobile Asso- 
ciation in 1938. Counting three per- 
sons to each trailer, the associa- 
tion calculated that between 900,- 
000 and 1,000,000 Americans were 
living in homes-on-wheels.

SELLING PLANES Russia Recalls Envoy

WOODRING SAYS 


Secretary Denies Policy 
Was Adopted Under Co- 
ercion, Declares He ll Not 
Be Pusbed Around.” 

MILITARY SECRETS 

FULLY GUARDED 


Releasing of New Models 
Will Not Delay Home 
Program, He Tells House 
Committee. 


WASHINGTON, March 27 (AP). 
Secretary of War Woodring today 
coupled a stout defense of the 
army’s new foreign sales policy for 
late-model airplanes with a denial 
that the policy had been adopted 
under coercion and a statement that 
“as long as I am Secretary of War 
I am not going to be pushed 
around.” 

The War Department chief told 
the House Military Committee that 
the revised policy had been worked 
out by him and his advisers “with- 
out coercion or pressure from any- 
body.” His statement followed a 
question by Representative An- 
drews (Rep.), New York, as to 
whether there had been friction be- 
tween Woodring and a committee 
recently authorized by President 
Roosevelt to co-ordinate foreign 
plane purchases with domestic 
needs. 

Secretary of the Treasury Mor- 
genthau is the liaison between this 
committee and the White House, 
and there had teen reports of pos- 
sible conflict between the commit- 
tee’s wishes and those of Woodring.

Woodring said the new policy 
would assist the United States army 
to keep its airplane development 
constantly modern. He declared 
that the army already “has possibly 
half a dozen types of planes supe- 
rior to any in the world.”

types of military aircraft actually 


in production.

- Woodring did not specify which 
types he considered superior, nor 
give particular points of superiority. 


With regard to the new foreign 


sales policy, the Secretary said that 
it would not result in disclosure of 


military secrets nor in delay to the 
air corps expansion program. 

He said, increased productive ca- 
pacity of aircraft plants resulting 
partly from foreign orders, had so 
lessened the need for a large army 
reserve of planes that the depart- 
ment already had recommended a 
$27,000,000 reduction in its pending 
appropriation bill through elimina- 
tion of most of the 496 planes orig- 
inally intended for the reserve. 

“When it is to the advantage of 


the national defense the War De- 


partment will negotiate for deferred 
deliveries on contract planes,” 
Woodring testified. “If manufac- 
turers take advantage of foreign 
orders, then prior to release for 
sale abroad, manufacturers shall 
agree to accept change orders on 
existing War Department contracts. 

“The Government must be fully 
protected and any authorized de- 
lays must not interfere with the 
delivery of equipment for units 
immediately necessary for our de- 
fense needs.

MOSCOW, March 27 (AP).—Soviet 
Russia announced today that its 
Ambassador to Paris was being re- 
called at the request of the French 
Government, 

The French request, according to 
the announcement published by 
Tass, official news agency, was 
based on an attempt, by Jakob 
Surits, the envoy, to telegraph fe- 
licitations to Joseph Stalin on the 
conclusion of the war with Fin- 
land as a success against “British- 
French warmongers.” 

The Tass communique follows: 

“On March 19 the French Charge 
d' Affaires at Moscow (Jean) Pay- 
art, informed the People’s Commis 
sar for Foreign Affairs Molotov 
that the French Government re- 
garded a telegram signed by the 
Soviet Ambassador to Paris, Surits, 
and delivered to the telegraph for 
transmission to Stalin at Moscow 
on the occasion of the conclusion 
of a peace treaty between the U. 
S. S. R. and Finland, as interven- 
tion by the Ambassador in the in- 
ternal political life of France. 

Excerpts From Telegram. 

“According to Payart's state- 
ment, the French Government 
deems incorrect with regard to the 
French Government certain ex- 
pressions in the telegram signed 
by the Ambassador, underlined in 
excerpts from the telegram given 


of the Soviet Government: 

“1 The Government of the U. 
8. S. R. finds no substantial 
ground for the French Government 
not to regard Soviet Ambassador 
Surits any longer as “persona 
grata” on the strength of the con- 
tents of the telegram signed by 
Surits for transmission to Moscow, 
in which no mention was even 
made of the French Government. 

2. However, inasmuch as the 
French Government formally raises 
the question of confidence with re- 
gard to Surits, the Government of 
the U. S. S. R. informs it that 
Surits is being released from his 
duties as Ambassador of the U. S. 
S. R. to France.“ 


Surits’ Career; Envoy Played Im- 
portant Diplomatic Roles.

Allen and Smith gained altitude 
cautiously, then circled and passed 
slowly over the airport at about 
2000 feet. They continued to make 
wide circles, usually within sight of 
the crowd at the field.

C. W. France, general man- 
ager here for Curtiss-Wright, used 
the radio to tell the pilots, “That 
looked fine, congratulations.” Small 
planes took up photographers and 
newsreel men to photograph the 
air giant.

King, 25 years old, had signed a 
statement. after his arrest last Jan- 
uary admitting that he fired two 
shots at Anton Kokotovich in an 
attempted robbery last July. Koko- 
tovich died of his wounds a day 
later. On the witness stand King 
maintained that the confession had 
been obtained by force and pre- 
sented the alibi that he was in To- 
ledo, O., the night of the holdup.

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France to Close Camps It Set Up 
For Spanish Civil War Refugees 


Of 500,000 Persons Who Fled Across Border, 
155,000 Remain—Only 6000 Men Still 
in Once Extensive Cantonments. 


PARIS, March 27 (AP).—French 
Government camps fot Spanish 
Civil War refugees, whose number 
reached 500,000 after Gen. Fran- 
cisco Franco’s Nationalists drove 
through Barcelona to the French 
border a year ago last January, 
will be closed completely the end 
of this month. 

French officials, in announcing 


this decision today, said that of the 
flood of refugee Spanish Republi- 
cans only 6000 men remained in 
the once extensive cantonments, 
and official records were produced 
to deny allegations made recently 
in the United States and Mexico 
that the refugees had received “bad 
treatment.” 

Of the original half million men, 
women and children who streamed 
across the ‘frontier, only 155,000 re- 
main in France, the officials said, 
and with the exception of the 6000 
still in camps, they have been as- 
similated in the nation's war effort 
against Germany. 

345,000 Back to Spain. 

The remaining 345,000 have elect- 
ed to return to Spain or have taken 
refuge in Latin American or other 
countries, it was said. 

Among the men in the 155,000 
refugees remaining in France, of- 
ficial records show, 50,000 have been 
integrated into French industry and

are receiving the same wages as 
Frenchmen. 

Another group of 54,000 asked to 
be considered as political refugees 
at the start of the war with Ger- 
many and thus became subject to 
the 1939 decree obliging all political 
refugees to join mobilized labor 
corps for work on farms, highways, 
railroads and so forth. 

This form of labor is held offi- 
cially to be voluntary, since “the 
refugees are free to leave the coun- 
try whenever they wish.” 

As long as they remain and work, 
they are assured of their own keep 
and their families receive the same 
Government allowances that those 
ot mobilized Frenchmen get that 
is 12 francs a day (about 25 cents) 
for women in cities, and five francs 
50 centimes a day (about 10 cents) 
for each child. 

The allotments for farm women 
and children are 7 francs (about 
14 cents) and 5 francs (about 10 
cents), respectively. About 50,000 
Spanish women and children now 
are receiving these grants, accord- 
ing to Government records. 

French Denial of Reports. 
Recent demonstrations in the 
Americas’ against the treatment of 
refugees, the French contend, were 
falsely founded on a “report” pub- 
lished as coming from the Govern: 
ment organization in charge of the 
camps. Actually, no report on their 
operation has been issued in 
months, it was said. 

(Last month in Mexico City, pro- 
tests against management of the 
camps were made at a convention 
of organizations interested in the 
refugees’ welfare, and in New York 
last week, the French Consulate- 
General was picketed by persons 
who charged that the French were 
preparing to force all refugees to 
return to Spain. The French de- 
nied this.) 

The French Government esti- 
mates that it has spent more than 
a billion francs (about $25,000,000) 
on the refugees from February 
through December, 1939. Figures 
on expenditures since then or the 
large amounts donated by private 
French and American quarters are 
not available.

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Dr. L. D. Upson, Detroit, Offers Solutions for 
Problems of Citizen Who Foots 
the Bills.

Dr. Lent D. Upson, director of 
the Detroit Bureau of Govern- 
mental Research, analyzed prob- 
lems of municipal taxation and sug- 


gested solutions at a luncheon meet- 
ing yesterday of 150 members of 
the St. Louis Governmental Re- 
search Institute at Hotel Statler. 

The tax problems of large cities 
today, said Dr. Upson, were aggra- 
vated by two facts, the present-day 
trend to decentralization of urban 
population which has destroyed 
downtown property values, and the 
approaching stabilization of the 
national population, which by lim- 
iting the expansion of demand 
checks the production of heavy in- 
dustry and causes unemployment. 
Inability to find jobs kept children 
in school longer and increased the 
community’s bill for education, he 
added, and a relatively larger group 
of the population was of mature 
age and not competitively employ- 
able. ° 

Problems of Taxpayers. ’ 

“Thus,” said Dr. Upson, “the city 
taxpayer is faced with two mutu- 
ally antagonistic situations — in- 
creased demand for public funds 
and decreased capacity to pay taxes 
on real estate.” 

Devices suggested for meeting 
these problems, he said, include ar- 
bitrary limitation of real estate tax 
rates, borrowing to meet current 
expenses, juggling the incidence of 
taxation, and state and Federal sub- 
sidies. 

“Before these expedients are re- 
sorted to,” Dr. Upson said, “I urge 
that it is our first duty to be sure 
that we are not being cheated in 
the character of the government 
we buy.

BRITAIN LIKELY 10 BUY 


STILL LESS FROM U. S. 


Consul-General Says London 
Has to Husband Foreign 
Resources. 


NEW YORK, March 27 (AP).— 
Godfrey D. N. Haggard, British 
Consul-General in New York, as- 
serted last night the Allies will 
have to cut down purchases of “un- 
essential commodities from abroad 
more and more as time goes on.” 

Explaining a policy which al- 
ready has resulted in curtailed 
buying of certain American ex- 
ports, including tobacco and fruits, 
he said in a speech at a meeting 
of New York Security Dealers: 

“It is an unfortunate but inev- 
itable thing that the economic pol- 
icy which France and Great Brit- 
ain are obliged to adopt reacts on 
other countries. 

“We have made our plans on the 
assumption that this may be a 
long war. We have to remember 
that our foreign resources are not 
inexhaustible. We have to hus- 
band them so as to obtain from 
them the maximum utility in the 
prosecution of the war. 

“This disturbance of trade in 
war time is inescapable. I fear it 
has in fact hardly begun. 

“This is not a phony war; rath- 
er we believe that the last war was 
a phony war, with its set battles 
and its dreadful slaughter and de- 
struction.” 

Count Charles de Ferry de Font- 
nouvelle, French Consul-General, 
likewise pointed out the need of re- 
ducing certain imports to con- 
serve exchange for war. 

If purchases of superfluous goods 
from abroad, such as tobacco, gaso- 
line, coffee, meat, canned fruit, 
have to be curtailed, our American 
friends ought to make allowances,” 
he said. “We are fighting for 
freedom and survival.” 

The French Consul said a “true 
sterling franc bloc” has been cre- 
ated for British and French eco- 
nomic co-operation through sharing 
of war expenses and co-ordination 
of material resources. 

“The importance of this agree- 
ment cannot be exaggerated,” he 


added. “Later generations may 


some day consider it as the first 
step in the direction of a new type 
of world organization. 


“It may become the basis of a 
new and peaceful order extending 


gradually to a large part of the 
earth.” 

Sir Louis Beale, member of the 
Anglo-French purchasing board, 
said yesterday that Britain and 
France already had placed orders 
for more than $600,000,000 worth of 
goods in this country. 

American exports to Europe were 
80 per cent higher this January 
than in January of 1938, he told the 
Export Managers’ Club, while Jan- 
uary exports to the United King- 
dom alone, totaling $104,000,000, 
doubled the amount for the same 
period last year.

The recently appointed director 
of the St. Louis institute, a former 
student of Dr. Upson in Detroit, 
Charlton F. Chute, reported on the 
year’s activities. He announced 
that the survey of city government 
for which the city appropriated 
$40,000 and which the institute is 
preparing would soon be published.

W P A WORKERS DIG 
RELIEF IN OLD WILLS 


Search Covers Documents Pro- 
bated in Massachusetts 
Since Colonial Days. 


BOSTON, March 27 (AP).—Masa- 
sachusetts WPA workers, in a four- 
year study of more than 350,000 
wills, have unearthed nearly 88. 
for 
public charity but never so appro- 
priated, and Attorney-General Paul 
A. Dever said today that discovery 
of the funds would accord “consid- 
erable relief” to taxpayers. 

The 53 WPA workers, aided by 
investigators from Dever's office, 
covered wills probated in the com- 
monwealth since colonial days. 


“These funds, existence of which 
has been unknown for years, were 
originally donated by public-spirit- 
ed citizens for relief of the poor, 
construction of hospitals, libraries, 
recreational centers and for edu- 
cational and religious purposes,” 
Dever asserted. 

“However, provisions requiring 
the expenditures of annual income 
were found to have been disregard- 
ed, through negligence or over- 
sight, by allowing the income to 
accumulate. This unfruitful ac-

Administration Program 
Driving Nation to Basis 
of Uncompensated Low 
Tariffs, He Asserts. 


WASHINGTON, March 27 (AP). 
—Senator Vandenberg (Rep.), 
Michigan, told the Senate today that 
the United States was about to “lose 
its shirt” under the reciprocal trade 
program. 

In a speech against continuing 
the administration’s trade policy, 
Vandenberg made these six con- 
tentions: 

1. The trade agreements law is 
unconstitutional, 

2. It is “economic dictatorship 
come to America,” 

8. It is driving the country to a 
basis of uncompensated low tariffs 
“which will ultimately wreck us.” 

4. War and post-war trade com- 
petitions involve a multitude of 
dangerous trade weapons which 
the agreement law cannot touch. 

5. It is not working and cannot 
work as intended. 

6. The alternative is to provide 
“a concentrated foreign trade au- 
thority which can cope with all the 
external trade penalties which 
American export increasingly con- 
fronts.” 

Agreed Rates “Minor Factor.” 
~Vandenberg said that in a world 
at war, or in the “harsh” competi- 
tive conditions of post-war readjust- 
ment, tariff rates covered by trade 
agreements were but a minor fac- 
tor among trade obstacles. 

He said the important and signifi- 
cant trade barriers, which were 
rarely touched by trade treaties, in- 
cluded exchange restrictions, ex- 
change allotments, bilateral agree- 
ments, quotas, embargoes, bart. rs, 
special regulations, formation of 
trade areas and currency blocks and 
depreciated currencies. 

Under the policy generalizing 
American duty reductions, he con- 
tinued, foreigners “get everything” 
but “we get precious little general- 
ized reciprocal benefits in return.” 

“Little Change” in Employment. 

Since the trade program went in- 
to effect, he continued, there had 
been little change in the number of 
people employed in export work or 
services, Such increase as occurred 
in export trade, he said, “obviously 
was due to a recovery in world buy- 
ing power and not to trade trea- 
ties.” 


Vandenberg argued that the trade

“slowly but surely if not deliber- 
ately driving the United States to a 
basis of uncompensated low tariffs!

The alternative, Vandenberg said, 
was not to abandon the pursuit of 
foreign trade and the defense of 
external commerce, nor to revert 
“to what is rightfully condemned 
as log-rolling, general revisions of 
the tariff.” 

“The alternative is to seek reci- 
procity which tangibly reciprocates; 
to provide a concentrated foreign 
trade authority which can cope 
with all the external trade penal- 
ties which American export increas- 
ingly confronts; to keep our tariffs 
elastic, through the medium of a 
ministerial agency which responds 
to specific congvessional criteria, 
and in constant adjustment to 
American costs of competitive pro- 
duction.”

S if underlining recent reports 
A out of Europe that hopes of 

an early peace are fast fading, 
another report, reaching this coun- 
try in a number of forms, presages 
the extension of the European war 
by means of a step that may have 
consequences of enormous import- 
ance: a declaration of war by 
Great Britain on Soviet Russia. 


The probability of such a step 
has been greatly increased by the 
outcome of the war between Rus- 

sia and Finland. In proportion as 
the hopelessness of Finland’s heroic 
struggle against fearful odds be- 
came apparent, the demand in En- 
gland for effective aid to the Finn- 
ish armies grew in volume. There 
was even talk of a big expedition- 
ary force—French and British—to 
fight side by side with the Finns. 


But, just as this seemed on the 
point of being translated into ac- 
tion, Finnish resistance ended. Lit- 
tle Finland made far-reaching con- 
cessions to Russia; she preserved 
her independence, but paid a high 
price for its preservation. And 
Britain woke up to the unpalatable 
fact that her arch enemy, Germany, 
and Hitler’s partner, Stalin, having 
obtained control of the Baltic, had 
ended all hope for the time. being 
of the establishment in Northern 
Europe of an Allied base for opera- 
tions against Germany.

Throughout towns in the occupied 
territory of China, posters and sign- 
boards proclaiming the “return of 
the National Government to Nan- 
king” are making their appearance. 
Many bear the likeness of Wang 
Ching-wei, fuehrer of the new ad- 
ministration, hailing him as the 
harbinger of peace. 

In most large towns triumphal 
arches have been erected by order 
of the puppet authorities. The old 
Kuomintang flag, identical with 
that flying over Chungking, is be- 
ginning to replace the five-barred 
banner of the previous puppet re- 
gimes although it will be some time 
before the Osaka and Shanghai 
flagmakers catch up with the de- 
mand. 

Big Show Later. 

At Nanking the inaugural pro- 
gram will be confined to an oath- 
taking ceremony, a parade and 
fireworks, with the big show post- 
poned until the arrival of Gen. 
Nobuyuki Abe, former Premier, as 
Japanese Ambassador without port- 
folio, about the middie of April.

Ordinarily, we do not look to the courts for a solu- 


decision of the United States Supreme. Court, outlaw- 
ing the Ethyl Gasoline Corporation’s system of sup- 
plying its product only to licensed jobbers, may have 
a far-reaching effect in putting back to work a good 
many of our idle dollars and idle men. 

The decision is not the ultimate answer to a very 
complex situation, but it does represent an advance 
toward freer competition and therefore, in all proba- 
bility, lower prices, greater purchasing power and 


more jobs. 
Some time ago, we suggested on this page that a 


long step will have been taken toward the utilization 
of our full man power and money power when we 
find a way of getting some real purchasing power 
to the nether half of our population—the 46% per 
cent of American families with annual incomes of 
$1000 or less, and especially the 17 per cent who 
must get along on no more than $500 a year. 

Whenever the economists talk of increased pur- 
chasing power, the layman is inclined to think of 
higher wages. Fattening the pay envelope is, of 
course, the most direct way of enabling an individual 
to buy more goods and thus give a fillip to the whole 
economy. This method has its limitations. 

However, there is another way of increasing pur- 
chasing power—and a way that is particularly suited 
to our technological age. It is by reducing prices. 
If we can make a family’s $1000 buy $2000 worth of 
commodities, then there is considerably less need for 
worrying about ways of getting an extra $1000 into 
the father’s pay envelope each year. 

American industrial ingenuity has demonstrated 
its capacity to make the purchaser’s dollar go farther. 
It has developed new machines and new materials 
which have sharply reduced production costs in many 
fields. Unfortunately, there has been too much un- 
willingness to pass these savings on to the consumer 
in the American competitive way for the sake of 
greater volume and, ultimately, a greater net profit. 

The Department of Justice’s efforts to enforce com- 
petition have been aimed, chiefly, at the building 
trades field, where employers and employes alike have 
conspired to price themselves out of profits and jobs. 
St. Louis is only too familiar with the methods of such 
contractors and labor unions. Two of the anti-trust 
division cases have already been filed here, and scores 
of others have been instituted in other parts of the 
country. All in all, enough have been filed to strike 
a body blow at these practices. 

It is good news, therefore, that the department is 
turning its attention to other forms of price-fixing. 
There is a great jungle of patent pools, restrictive 
contracts and other devices calculated to stifle free 
competition that needs to be explored. 

If the Government’s contentions are upheld on 
this front—and Monday’s decision certainly is en- 
couraging, it will mean another step toward free com- 
petition, lower prices, greater purchasing power and 
increased industrial activity. It will mean one more 
successful attack on the log jam of unemployment. 
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THAT MAN’S BEEN AROUND AGAIN!

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LET HOLLYWOOD GROW UP. 

Will H. Hays complains that unofficial censor- 
ship is impeding the advance of motion pictures 
toward dramatic maturity. “Dictation by even well- 
intentioned groups,” he says, “would stultify the art.” 

What Mr. Hays is objecting to, in his capacity 
as head of the Motion Picture Producers and Dis- 
tributors of America, is not the pressure exerted 
by various groups against gratuitous indecency. 
Hollywood has its own censorship agency at work 
on this problem, and it is not averse to suggestions 
from the outside. 

But some of the self-constituted censors fail to 
limit their mission to fighting against the vulgar 
and the salacious. They descend to Comstockian prud- 
ery or extreme conservatism which would rule out 
scenes which savor of social content. 

St. Louis had an example of banal squeamishness 
in 1938 when the St. Louis Medical Society, asked to 
sit in judgment on the picture, “The Birth of a Baby,” 
turned thumbs down on its exhibition here. This ban 
was imposed even though the film was sponsored by 
12 or 15 medical and maternal welfare agencies, and 
although admission was to have been limited to adults 
and to children accompanied by their parents. 

Some of the sillier restraints under which Hol- 
lywood has been laboring have been removed by the 
banning of American-made pictures in the Eu- 
ropean dictatorships. Freed of the necessity of 
avoiding ideas which would disqualify a picture in 
the eyes of a Hitler or a Mussolini, Hollywood has 
recently made great strides toward the production 
of socially realistic films. 

If our own unofficial censors will now exercise be- 
coming restraint, the film industry will be free to 
continue its progress upward from the Graustarkian 
fantasies and phony historical dramas to which it 
was long addicted. 
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AS THE HOUR APPROACHES. 
For the first time since partisan politics parted, 
the goats upon the left hand and the sheep upon 
the right, the vice-presidency is wearing a lively 
iris. In the dim, dead days, second place was 
awarded to the patriarch who could pay for it. It was 
a bankroll preferment. The old order changeth. 
Today the vice-presidency has a definite allure. 
On the Democratic side, as stimulating a personage 
as Jim Farley is avowedly contending for it, if the 
capital prize eludes him, and the springtime gos- 
sip has Mr. Roosevelt spreading the charm for At- 
torney-General Jackson as Mr. Hull's associate. 
The Republicans, too, are no longer regarding the 
vice-presidency as a perfunctory piece of unavoid- 
able business. If Dewey were not so obdurate— 
but that’s mere wishful dreaming. The tenor who 
sprouted into a terror cannot be beguiled by any 
consolation award. Like Caesar, he's got to be the 
first man in Rome, or he’s off to the hinterland. 
But why harass the spirit with political vexations 
still so far away? That is treacherous procrastina- 
tion whispering. The bird of time, as Omar in- 
formed us, is on the wing. Here's March moving 


good-by? June still has her lace and lavender and 
Lohengrin, to be sure, but June will welcome the 
Republicans to Philadelphia, and, a fortnight or so 
beyond, the Democrats will be in Chicago. At this 
hour, all that’s known about the Great Enigma is 
that he is still wrestling with temptation. — 

Anyhow, let us not be deceived by the calendar. 
The campaign’s drums and tramplings are, even 
now, on the horizon. 
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FINANCIAL DILEMMA OF THE SCHOOLS. 

The St. Louis public school system is living beyond 
its means. Expenditures in the current fiscal year, 
which ends June 30, will run $300,000 to $500,000 
greater than income, Next year’s receipts are ex- 
pected to be about the same as this year’s, between 
$10,500,000 and $10,800,000. 

The greater part of the School Board’s expenditures 
goes for salaries, and a news story in yesterday’s 
Post-Dispatch disclosed some flagrant extravagances 
in this category. Recent changes in the system, in 
response to disclosures of irregularities and ineffi- 
ciency, have left some high-salaried men in the In- 


The teaching staff’s salary schedule is found to be 


plan to retire 173 elderly teachers, and replace them 
with $1200-a-year beginners, can be carried out. 

There have been some reductions of personnel in 
the Building Department and the Supply Department, 
but numerous economy recommendations of the Stray- 
er survey remain to be carried out. That report 
pointed out possible immediate economies of $526,000 
a year—just about what is needed to set finances 
in order—and without cutting salaries. What has 
been done about these recommendations? : 

Economies are essential, but they must be made 
without injustice or hardship upon any efficient in- 
dividual. The problem is complicated by the length 
of time in which abuses have grown unchecked; in 
which the board did not know what Superintendent 
Gerling was tolerating, and took no pains to find 
out. It is for this reason that a new deal in board 
membership is of such great importance to the 
schools’ welfare. Yet Richard Murphy, although dis- 
credited, still holds his position on the board, despite 
the fact that he has been a member in name only for 
the last two months. 

Revitalizing the board and getting the school budget 
within income are two aspects of the same problem. 
That.is the problem of getting the whole system on 
a permanent basis of efficiency, economy and honesty.

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TOMMY WAS A CAT. 

Dr. William L. Clark, Seneca Falls (N. Y.) veter- 
inarian, who has passed to his reward, owed his peri- 
odic appearances in the news to Tommy, an orange- 
and-white cat of the alley variety. Tommy was lit- 
erally kicked to Dr. Clark’s feet by a horse which the 
veterinarian went to treat in a stable in 1915.

When he reached his majority, Feb. 19, 1936—as- 
suming that male cats come of age on their twenty- 
first anniversary, too—Tommy was feted as few cats 
have been feted in this world. Two hundred guests 
assembled to do him honor as Tommy napped in a 
gilded cage suspended over the banquet board. There- 
after, birthday parties became annual affairs. Mean- 
while, Dr. Clark kept his eye on the 27-year longevity 
record hung up by a cat in Australia—and his finger 
on Tommy’s pulse. } 

But Tommy was uninterested. When white mice 
were liberated for his pleasure at one of the birthday 
parties, he couldn’t be bothered. He had too much 
sleeping to do. Last August, when he needed to live 
only two more bored years to land himself in zoolog- 
ical annals, he entered the last nap and put an end 
to the whole silly business. Other cats had looked 
at kings, but Tommy, after staring immortality 
straight in the eye, spurned it with magnificent fe- 
line indifference. He belonged to that nameless breed 
of which Shakespeare wrote and Swinburne sang. 
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Criticism won the last war, declared Lloyd George 
in a recent speech. And that's a homebrew the dic- 
tators never drink. 
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A BRILLIANT RECORD OF AIR SAFETY. 

Aviation passed one of the most significant mile- 
stones in its entire history yesterday—the conclu- 
sion of a full year in which not one fatality oc- 
curred in a regularly scheduled transport flight. 

That simple fact will do more to establish the 
airplane as an accepted unit of modern transpor- 
tation than all the gaudy claims of speed, luxury 
and convenience that could be conjured up. Such 
a record is the only means by which the public 
mind can be rid of those tragic headlines that were 
recurring regularly a few years ago: “Air Liner 
Crashes in Fog; 14 Killed,” or “Plane Wreckage 
Found on Mountain; No Survivors.” 

Such shocking dispatches were the result of the 
air lines’ former policy of taking chances and at- 
tempting to get through at all costs. To cancel a 
flight was a black mark, it was mistakenly rea- 
soned. Then, when it was realized how public con- 
fidence was being destroyed by these catastrophes, 
a wiser policy was adopted. Air lines began co- 
operating with Government efforts to promote safety. 
They studied the causes of accidents and moved to 
correct them. They agreed to cancel flights when 
weather conditions threatened danger. Gambli 
with human lives gave way to elementary caution. 

Now the new policy bears demonstrable results, 
with a record of 2,028,000 passengers carried, 87,- 
300,000 miles flown, in the year since the last fatal- 
ity. Public confidence in aviation has revived. 
Passenger business has mounted steadily since trans- 
port crashes became a thing of the past. Such giant 
aircraft as the new St. Louis-made Curtiss-Wright 
air liner, successfully tested yesterday in its first 
flight at Lambert Field, became a necessity. It is 
noteworthy of the new trend that the tests of this 
huge plane have proceeded slowly and carefully, that 
its specifications include the latest safety devices, 
from instrument board to wingtips, 

Passenger flying has ceased to be a hazardous 
adventure; it has grown to be a responsible busi- 
ness and an accepted means of swift travel,

How America Can Prepare for Peace

Public Opinion 


United States must join other nations in lowering tariffs to avoid 
trade impasse after war, says survey group; foreign lending is 
called for, but is impossible except with increased imports; Hull 
plan seen as best means of reducing barriers to commerce. 


From the Sixth Fortune Round Table, Composed of 17 Leaders in Manufacturing, 
Banking, Farming, Labor and Economics. 


T the end of this war, the United States 

will be in a strategic position to influ- 

ence the character of reconstruction if, 
meanwhile, it has indicated a willingness to 
accept the responsibilities of a creditor na- 
tion. We believe that the United States 
should exercise its influence in this direc- 
tion, so as to restore export markets, par- 
ticularly for American agriculture, and ar- 
rest the trend toward world-wide totali- 
tarianism. 

Toward this end, the Round Table believes 
the United States should make two concrete 
contributions. In the first place, it should 
make an offer to join with other Powers 
in the reduction of competitive industrial 
tariffs, limited, say, to 15 or 25 per cent; 
second, it should resume foreign lending. 

We believe that if these measures are 
carefully planned and accompanied by steps 
removing exchange and barter controls, a 
transition can be made from war to a 
peacetime economy that will bring the world 
back to orderly enterprise. 

If hostilities in Europe produce an indefi- 
nite deadlock, the existing social and eco- 
nomic structure of all the belligerents may 
become undermined, and instead of the world 
recovery that the United States desires, even 
widespread social revolution or chaos may 
occur. 

We do not know how imminent the danger 
is, But if it is realized, hope of saving the 
world from the clutch of totalitarian systems 
or something worse will have to be aban- 
doned. We believe, therefore, that the Pres- 
ident should offer to mediate peace between 
the belligerents whenever he believes it pos- 
sible to secure a just and freely negotiated 


settlement, 
„ = „ 


It cannot be assumed that once peace is 
restored, world trade will again flow with 
comparative freedom. Unless some far- 
reaching economic reconstruction program, 
supported by international loans, is worked 
out in advance, the cessation of hostilities 
will produce tremendous problems. 

Millions of demobilized soldiers will crowd 
into the labor market and plants that pre- 
viously produced munitions will work long 
hours to produce cheap exports. To rebuild 
foreign markets, belligerents might resort not 
only to poorly paid labor but to desperate 
measures of price control, export bounties 
and exchange manipulation. 

If the United States remains indifferent 
to world events, it may be confronted at 
the end of this war with a flood of cheap 
imports, while its exports may be driven 
from foreign markets. Not only will its war 
trade have disappeared, but its markets for 
ordinary peacetime trade may also be lost. 

We believe that the welfare ot the Amer- 
ican people 


omy, it must be willing to receive goods and 
services in return for exports, Indeed, as a 
creditor nation, it must be willing soon to 
have a passive balance of trade. In this 


sense, the United States must become im- 


port-minded. 
If the United States wants to main , 
develop a healthy foreign trade, it is neces- 


sary to try to solve these problems raised 
by the balance of payments and wartime 
and post-war maladjustments. Although 
many measures depend on the actions of 
other governments, there are certain things 


the United States can do alone and at once. 


As the strongest neutral, the United States 
is ‘in a position to restore a stable monetary 
system as the foundation of the world trade 


of the future and of post-war reconstruc- 


tion. We believe, however, that all doubt 
as to the future value of the dollar should 
be removed, that the power of the President 
further to devalue the dollar should be dis- 
continued, and that the Treasury should ex- 
change gold, in bars or in coin, at the rate 
of $35 an ounce in return for paper currency. 

The restoration of such a monetary sys- 
tem would make the dollar the one currency 
having an international stability derived 
from a fixed gold value, and would indicate 
to the world that the United States remains 
the stronghold of the free-enterprise system, 
intending to maintain it against all comers. 
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We favor the normal and evolutionary de- 
velopment of inter-American trade. 

Once the United States is willing to in- 
crease imports from Latin America, it 
should support loans for stabilization pur- 
poses and investments in that area. Never- 
theless, we do not believe that large-scale 
investments will take place in certain coun- 
tries until their attitude toward foreign cap- 
ital ig clarified. 

The improvement of economic relations 
between the Americas depends upon a set- 
tlement of outstanding defaults upon the 
basis of present capacity to pay, upon an 
equitable arrangement of the Mexican and 
Bolivian expropriations and upon an un- 
derstanding that hereafter both North 
America and Latin America will respect con- 
tracts. 

We recognize that so long as the present 
war exists, it will be difficult for the United 
States tomake any general tariff reductions 
for the purpose of maintaining a proper bal- 
ance between exports and imports. Never- 
theless, unilateral action in respect to many 
excessive duties on non-competitive imports 
is possible. 

Three of our members advance arguments 
criticising the Trade Agreements Act and its 
administration.

Third, the renewal of the Trade 
Agreements Act will serve notice on the 
world that the United States clings to the 
idea of free enterprise and will, when the 
proper time comes, lend its great influence 
to a plan for world reconstruction aimed at 
the revival of private enterprise. 

To abandon or emasculate this program, 
we fear, might strengthen the world-wide

French Version of British 
Naval Activity Off Jut- 
land Lays It to Nations’ 
Attitude. 


PARIS, March 27 (AP).—The re- 
cent activity of British warships off 
Denmark’s uJtland is due, author- 
ized French circles sald today, to 
the Allies’ determination to police 


neutral waters where the “passive 
attitude” of “certain neutral gov- 
ernments” bas allowed Germany to 
carry on a regular “war traffic.” 
Ever since the Altmark incident 
of Feb. 16, when the British raided 
the German prison ship in Norwe- 
gian waters, the Allies have been 
determined to police “doubtful” 
neutral waters, it was stated. 
“The passive attitude of certain 
neutral governments has perverted 
the very sense of neutrality,” said 
a statement issued through the 
semi-official Havas news agency, 
“and it is to re-establish the equili- 
brium thus compromised that the 
Allies are limiting their action.” 
France and England, the state- 
ment added, will continue to regard 
with “understanding and sympa- 
thy” the “actively neutral” coun- 
tries which endeavor to enforce 
respect for their neutrality. 


British Reported Trying to Lure 
Nazi Fleet Into Battle. 

LONDON, March 27 (AP). 
While British warships tightened 
the blockade against German ore 
imports in hope of luring the Ger- 
man fleet into open battle, Great 
Britain today counted on the Royal 
Air Force to combat against any 
spread of German submarine raids. 

Concentration of British destroy- 
ers and submarines in the Skager- 
rak, off the Danish and Norwegian 
coasts, was aimed primarily at cut- 
ting Germany's ore supplies from 
Sweden, but neutral observers saw 
a deeper motive. 

They said that if Germany could 
be induced to send out a cruiser 
squadron against these compara- 
tively light forces, the British prob- 
ably would have some heavy units. 
nearby to fall upon the Germans 
with superior power. 

Destroyer Concentration. 

The Norwegian Admiralty an- 
nounced last night that eight or 
nine British destroyérs were sighted 
in Norwegian waters on at least 
two occasions last Friday, when 
German ships were passing the 
coast, and that a Norwegian tor- 
pedo boat fired a warning shot in 
one instance. 

British Foreign Office sources 
said a Norwegian protest alleging 
that territorial waters had been vi- 
olated was being studied and “the 
entire affair is being investigated.” 

The Skagerrak, passage linking 
the North and Baltic seas, is espe- 

cially important to Germany in win- 
ter, when ore shipments from Swe- 
den must come down the Norwegian 
coast. 

When the ice is gone, ships can 
sail from Sweden to Germany in- 
side the landlocked Baltic, where 
British warships have not yet pene- 
trated and where battle operations 
would be hampered in any case by 
lack of sea room.

President Kyosti Kallio de- 
scribed the Russian-Finnish peace 
treaty as “immoderate” in a mes- 
sage to the retiring Cabinet, but 
said the terms were “preferable to 
years of sanguinary war in face 
of great odds.” 
He praised the War Cabinet, say- 
ing, “You consented to accept re- 
sponsibility for the Government of 
the nation, although you knew that 
this peace-loving country was not 
adequately prepared for war and 
that the aggressor had resorted 
from the first moment to the use 
of all instruments of modern war- 
fare.”

SCHOOL LOAN LAW 
WILL BE Nh 


Greene County Court to 
Ask Legislature to End 
Act Requiring Lending 
to Property Owners. 


SPRINGFIELD, Mo., March 27 
(AP). — The Greene County Court 
will ask the State Legislature to 
repeal the century-old law requir- 
ing County Courts to lend school 
funds to property owners, Presid- 
ing Judge Frank Wheeler said 
yesterday. 

“The schools receive enough from 
the State so that they no longer 
need the revenue they get from the 
interest payments on the loans,” 
Judge Wheeler said. “And besides, 
the County Court has enough to 
do without being in the real es- 
tate business.” 

Interest on school fund loans in 
Greene County provides about $7000 
to $8000 a year for schools, Judge 
Wheeler said. This amount is ap- 
portioned among approximately 2,- 
000 pupils. 

Judge Wheeler said each school 
is guaranteed $750 for each teach- 
ing unit from the State. The 
amount each school receives from 
echool fund loan interest payments 
is deducted from the State allot- 
ment, “so the schools would not 
lose anything if the loans were 
abolished,” Wheeler said. 

The school fund was started by 
proceeds of the sale of certain 
specified parcels of land when the 
county first was organized, Judge 
Wheeler said. It is augmented by 
bond forfeitures and fines levied 
by the Circuit Courts. If the law 
is repealed, the court would liqui- 
date its loans, and distribute the 
principal of the funds among the 
schools. Future income from fines 
and forfeitures would be appor 
tioned directly to the schools.

MEXICO CITY, March 27 (AP). 
—Three United States-owned com- 
panies are threatened with the loss 
of 1,650,000 acres of valuable chicle- 


producing properties in the tropi- 
cal state of Campeche, because the 
Government has declared their ti- 
tles defective. 

The companies, said to be the 
largest producers of the chewing

2, 1940, declared the companies’ ti- 
tles invalid and gave the firms one 
year in which to prove their rights 
to the ‘properties. Otherwise, the 
land will revert to the public do- 
main. 

The three concerns purchased 
their holdings from the estate of 
Manuel S. Vila in 1900-1905, and 
the Government now says that Vi- 
la's title was defective. 

It is understood that the Pennsyl- 
vania-Campeche concern has filed 
an appeal in the Mexican courts. 


WOMAN JAILED FOR CONTEMPT

Missouri Supreme Gourt Orders Her 
Release Pending Habeas Cor- 
pus Hearing April 8.

AMERICAN HOSPITAL UNIT

NEW YORK, March 27 (AP).— 
The first American hospital unit to 
go to Europe since war began 
sailed for Finland last night on the 
Swedish-American liner Drottning- 
holm. 

The unit consisted of 30 mem- 
bers of the American Scandinavian 
field hospital, including five doc- 
tors, 15 nurses, seven ambulance 
drivers, an X-ray technician and 
clerks. It was organized by Count

To Be Argued This Week. 

While an AFL local was involved 
in the Apex case, the CIO entered 
the proceedings because of its de- 
sire that court rulings under anti- 
trust litigation not hamper unions. 
Both of today’s briefs were filed 
in advance of oral arguments to be 
heard late this week. 

The Apex company told the Court 
that the Third Circuit Court, which 
refused damages against the union 
jocal after a United States District 
Court awarded the company $711,- 
92? was in error “in holding that 


of manufacturing and interstate 
shipping operations by the unlaw- 
ful seizure and occupation of the 
plant had only an indirect and re- 
mote effect on interstate commerce 
and therefore the Sherman Act was 
not violated.” . 

“The arguments advanced to 
escape liability imposed by the 
Sherman Act,” said the company’s 
brief, “all stem from the single fact 
that the acts compained of were 
committed by a labor union. The 
unions contend that unless labor 

sions are entirely exempted from 
the provisions of the Sherman Act, 
the rights of labor will be so cir- 
cumscribed and impaired as to be 
illusory. But this contention is an- 
wered by the fact that Congress, 
in the Clayton Act, has granted la- 
bor immunity from the operation 
of the Sherman Act so long as the 
means which it employs to attain 
its purposes are lawful and peace- 
ful.” 

CIO Cites Congress Intent, 

Despite “the clear intent of Con- 
gress,” said the CIO brief, courts 
have held that unions “may not 
undertake to enforce economic 
pressures against a non-union em- 
ployer for the purpose of making 
such employer meet the prevailing 
tandards.” 

Both the CIO and the AFL have

“The application of this doctrine 
under our present economic condi- 
tions would revive the anti-trust 
laws as the most serious threat to 
the development and functioning of 
labor organizations. For this rea- 
son, we respectively urge this court 
to re-examine these judicial decis-

Missouri Commission 


Attempting to Recon- 


cile Principal Differences Among 


Highway Promoters. 


By the Jefferson City Correspond- 
ent of the Post-Dispatch. 

JEFFERSON CITY, Mo. March 
27.—After several months of delay 
in attacking the problem of draft- 
ing a new state highway construc- 
tion and financing program, which 
would reconcile at least the prin- 
cipal differences of conflicting road 
groups, a start will be made this 
week with appointment of a high- 
way program committee by the 
State Highway Commission, it was 
learned today. 

Chairman Claude C. Earp of the 
commission said the new commit 
tee of about five members was be- 
ing appointed at the request of E. 
S. Bond of Jefferson City, presid- 
ing judge of the Cole County Court, 
who is chairman of a special com- 
mittee which submitted a proposed 
road program to the commission 
last fall. No action has been taken 
on that program, which is backed 
by William Hirth of Columbia, 
prominent Missouri farm leader. 

Hopes to Compose Disputes. 

Earp said the new group, which 
will be announced in a day or two, 
would confer with Bond’s commit- 
tee in an effort to work out a pro- 
posed program that would be sat- 
isfactory to all elements. This may 
involve revision of the program 
submitted last fall, or drafting 
of a new plan, it was said. 

The bond committee includes the 
Automobile Club of Missouri and 
the Missouri Petroleum Industries 
Committee, which successfully op- 
posed proposition No. 6 for a three- 
cent gasoline tax and a new 10-year 
highway construction program, in 
the 1938 election. Others represent 
ed on this committee are the Mis- 
souri Farmers’ Association whose 
head, William Hirth is the most 
influental member of the commit- 
tee, the Missouri County Judges’ 
Association and the Missouri Muni- 
cipal League. 

Request of Citizens’ Road Group. 

Selection of the new committee 
at the request of the Bond-Hirth 
group, to confer with that group 
on a program, apparently detours 
around a request by the Citizens’ 
Roal Association of Missouri, which 
sponsored Proposition No. 6, de- 
feated in the 1938 election, that a 
fresh start be made by appointing 
an entirely new committee, repre- 
sentative of all interested groups, 
to draft a new program. 

The Association request was sub- 
mitted to the Highway Commission 
last Nov. 14, by R. S. Brownlee of 
Brookfield, association president 


and Hugh Stephens of Jefferson 


City, both former commission mem- 


bers and long active in Missouri 
road affairs. 


It was urged that the commission 
and Gov. Stark appoint the new 
committee and attempt to clear up 
the road situation in Missouri, 
which was being complicated by 
conflicting views on the distribu- 
tion or allocation of any increase in 
the present 2-cent State gasoline 
tax, the type of major highway 
construction program to be adopt- 
ed, prohibiting of city gasoline 
taxes, the policy to be followed on 
building farm-to-market roads, 
road revenue needs and lesser fac- 
tors entering into the State high- 
way program. The Citizens’ Road 
Association renewed its request 
last March 9 in a letter to the 
commission, urging appointment of 
“a committee of fair minded citi- 
zens who should attempt to decide 
between contending groups the 
kind of a sound highway program, 
if any, to submit to the voters next 
fall.“ 

Warned Against Delays. 

The association, in the second re- 
quest, urged that “delay in an at- 
tempt by the Highway Commission 
to get all parties together adds con- 
fusion to the development of an 
impartial nighway policy for which 
the need today is greater than ever 
before.” 

The commission was asked to 
assume the responsibility of clear- 
ing the way to get a program be- 
fore people of the State. “If the 
commission is not sufficiently in- 
terested to take such steps, the con- 
sequences must be faced by it,” the 
association letter added. 

The action now being taken to 
appoint a committee is not based 
on the Citizens’ Road Association 
request but on the request from 
the Bond-Hirth committee, Earp 
said in reply to a question, He 
said the membership of the new 
committee would be announced in 
a day or two, after he can consult 
other commission members. 

Bond said he went to Nevada 
yesterday to discuss the appoint- 
ment of the committee with Earp 
and probably would confer with 
Earp tomorrow about its members. 

The program proposed by the 
Bond-Hirth group last fall, which 
Bond said is pending without 
change so far, called for a 3-cent 
gasoline tax, the 1 cent increase 
to be divided between cities and 
counties for use on city streets and 
county roads, abolition of city gas- 
oline taxes and transfer of control 
of supplementary or farm-to-mar- 
ket road construction from the 
State Highway Commission to the

Wallace H. Smith, Former St. Louis- 
an, Gave Up Blue Prints for Brush and 
Palette — One-Man Show of His 
Work Opens in New Vork Next Week.

NEW YORK, March 27. 

HOSE who go in for the sen- 

sational or exotic probably will 

not like Wallace H. Smith’s 
paintings. In this day of sensa- 
tionalism, the sensational thing 
about the pictures of the former 
St. Louis architect who gave up 
his profession in his home town 
seven years ago and came to New 
York to paint, is that they totally 
lack circus appeal. He paints what 
he sees and feels and hears and 
manages to get most of it on can- 
vas, without any particular effort 
to be spectacular or photograph- 
ically accurate or sensationally so- 
cially conscious. 

It will be April Fool’s day when 
Smith’s first important one-man 
show opens at the Associated 
American Artists’ Galleries, 711 
Fifth Avenue, New York City, but 
the joke is liable to be not on Smith 
but on some of his contemporaries 
who have lifted a patronizing lip 
at his previous efforts. As one St. 
Louis admirer phrased it, “the as- 
sociation doesn’t let just any bum 
join and show in their galleries.” 
A show at the Associated Galleries 
is an achievement, and enough in 
itself to’ justify the verdict that 
another home town boy has made 
good. 

Many readers of the Post-Dispatch 
who have neglected joining an 
exclusive country club or have not 
planned erection of 15 or 20 room 
homes may be unaware of the ex- 
istence of the man who is consid- 
ered among the notable exponents 
of American art. Smith freely ad- 
mits that he is partly responsible, 
as a St. Louisan, for some of the 
architectural .monstrosittfe: that 
pass for dwellings in the more 
elect sections of the metropolitan 
area, but that is just another of 
his little jokes, because the homes 
he built were as soundly construct- 
ed as his pictures, Both have solid 
foundations and neither has cheap- 
ness slicked over with a fancy 
veneer; no Queen Anne front and 
Mary Ann back about either his 
houses or his pictures. He was the 
partner in an architectural firm 
in St. Louis until 1932, when the 
company went out of business for 
lack of it. 

“At least,” he said in discussing 
this phase of his existence with the 
writer, “when you paint a picture 
you can take responsibility for your 
own mistakes. You don’t have to 


do,“ Smith said. 


put your name on the bad taste of 
your client. I got so tired of 
hearing of the house that had to 
haye a den and rathskeller—” 

Wallace Herndon Smith was born 
in 1901 on Westminster place, near 
Kingshighway. His father was the 
late Jay Herndon Smith, and his 
brother is now the Smith of the 
brokerage firm of Smith, Moore 
& Co., long known to St. Louisans 
interested in activities on the Big 
Board. His mother is the former 
Lydia Wallace, of the pencil-mak- 
ing Wallaces. Needless to say 
money and culture were no strang- 
ers to the Smith household. 

Wallace Smith studied architec- 
ture at Lawrenceville Academy, 
Princeton and abroad. His outside 
interests were dramatics and music, 
and incidentally he is the author 
of several popular numbers, among 
them “Ships that Pass in the 
Night.“ At Princeton he was a 
standby of the Triangle Club, and 
appeared in St. Louis in that or- 
ganization’s annual play. 

With this flourish of youthful 


‘talent behind him, he returned from 


European studies to St. Louis and 
joined the established firm of Louis 
Le Beame, convincing himself and 
others that he had the prerequisities 
for a successful architectural 
career. Beside talent, the prere- 
quisites included a number of 
social connections that for business- 
getting could not be ignored by the 
not particularly material minded 
Smith. He soon took a partner and 
went in business for himself.

HINGS went well for awhile, 
T* in 1932 even the country club 

set began seeking ways of re- 
trenchment and the architect found 
that he spent more time nibbling on 
a pencil than he did in applying the 
business end of it to a blue print. 

“I figured if I was going to 
work for nothing, I might as well 
be doing something I wanted to 
“So I gave up 
dabbling at water colors and came 
to New York to study under Alex- 
ander Brook, one of our outstand- 
ing painters.” 

When things improved, Smith 
found that it was too late for him 
to return to the commercial fold. 
He would prefer to be unsuccessful 
for a time as a painter than suc- 
cessful as an architect. But at 
least he could put an idea on paper 
or canvas without having to worry

Smith is classified as a painter 
of the American School. Said a 
writer in the “Living American Art 
Bulletin”: 

“His pictures themselves are like 
him in their lack of show or flour- 
ish. They are sensitive and eco- 
nomical, subtly subdued in color, 
restrained in their rejection of the
